The Institute requires that the names on all designs be in printed letters and at least one-quarter of an 
inch high, with complete initials and correct spelling ot last names in black ink letters on a space providing a 
white background. Nicknames will not be accepted. The name of the School, Atelier or Patron must also be 
included. 


The Department of Sculpture has received a number of letters and photographs of some of the work of 
Adolph Block, winner of the Paris Prize in Sculpturey 1927, and also the Fontainebleau Scholarship in Sculpture 
of our Department. Mr. Block, while in Fontainebleau, made a one-week study of a nude which the School had 
photographed for their catalogue, and a three weeks’ study of a figure entitled “Young Hercules,” which was cast 
by the School at Fontainebleau. He wrote, “I feel that the three months at the Fontainebleau School is very 
much worth while, first because of the good instruction, secondly the contact with the architects, and lastly the 
wonderful surroundings.” After the school at Fontaincbleau closed, Mr. Block took a ten-day trip through 
Belgium, Germany and Austria. 


About the middle of October he returned to Paris, secured a studio on the outskirts of the Latin Quarter, 
and is busy working on compositions and visiting the museums. We quote him again, “Recently I have been to 
the Trocadero and Cluny Museums, and the Louvre is endless, so I am busy filling my tired head with the art 
of the ages. Seeing so much and so many masterpieces puts one in his place and I realize now, more than ever 
before, how small a part the individual plays in h‘s chosen art.”

PROGRAM 
“AN AIRPORT FOR A LARGE CITY” 


A large city has acquired, for the purposes of an airport, a 
level tract_of land 4,000 feet square. lying on the outskirts of 
the city. Prevailing winds are from the southeast, south and 
southwest. Occasional winds are from the west, northwest and 
north. Winds from the northeast and east are rare. Approach 
from the city to the airport is from the north, by motor drive- 
way and electric cars. 

It is the intention to build at this site a complete air ter- 
minal, which will serve the needs of the city for years to come. 

An airport consists of a field upon which airplanes land and 
from which they take off, and various buildings and services 
required for the public, for administration and for operation. 

1. The Field. The width of the space required for landing 
or take-off may be assumed to be 300 feet, with a run about 
3.000 feet in length. The end of the run of an airplane in tak- 
ing off should be at least 300 feet from the boundaries of the 
property. The landing or take-off must be as nearly into the 
wind as possible, and not more than 15 degrees from the direc- 
tion of the wind. whatever the direction may be. 

Planes will be dispatched at two to five minute intervals and 
will land on a similar schedule, necessitating simultaneous land- 
ing and take-off of planes at different parts of the field. The 
circulation of planes on the field before taking off and after 
landing should be such that they will not interfere with each 
other or with the straight run of other planes leaving and land- 
ing, and they should be able to taxi or be towed one after 
another to required points on the field without sharp turns 
requiring manual operation. 
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The location of areas for landing and taking off should be 
marked by a system of lighting. 

2. The Buildings. The buildings should be so placed that 
they will not interfere with the flight of planes. They should 
be so grouped that planes will fly over them only occasionally, 
and in such case the height of any part of a building must not 
be over one-tenth of its distance from the end of any take-off. 
The following are required: 

Station. Like a railroad station, with public lobbies, waiting 
rooms, feparate concourses for arrival and departure of pas- 
sengers) baggage customs service, and administration offices on 
the second floor. 

Hangars. Twenty-five to thirty hangars, varying in size 
from 50 feet by 120 feet to 100 feet by 250 feet. 

Repair Shops. 40,000 square feet floor space on one floor. 

Field Operation Building. Containing meteorological services, 
rest rooms for pilots, first aid hospital, etc. 

Fire Department Building. 

Garage. For twenty tractors and twenty cars and trucks. 

Gas and Oil Station. 

Restaurant for the public, with view of the field. 

These buildings should be so arranged that planes would 
reach them (under the regulation for circulation on the field, 
after landing and before taking off for the next trip, in the 

Station (Pass )—Station (B. & F.)—Repair Shops (if req.)— 
Hangars—Gas & O. Sta—Station (B. & F.)—Station (Pass.). 

Direction of circulation must be capable of being reversed 
at the will of the Chief of Operations, and circulation of planes 
on the ground should be shown by dotted lines. 

The approach of the public to the station and the restaurant 
from the highway on the north, shall provide large parking 
space for cars. All other buildings shall be cut off from public 
access.

CLASS “A” II PROJET 
“A MUSEUM OF FINE ARTS” 


A large city has provided a site, at the corner of two parked 
avenues, 400 feet by 500 feet, for a Museum of Fine Arts. 
This museum is particularly for study and instruction of visiting 
classes and teachers. The composition shall consist essentially 
of a number of galleries for the exhibition of painting and 
sculpture grouped around a Great Hall or covered Court for 
the exhibition of large architectural casts and models. 

The requirements are: 

The basement, which can be partly below ground, is given 
over to offices, rooms for receiving, arranging, listing, repair- 
ing and classifying and storage of exhibits. 

2. Above the basement, the museum shall consist of one 
exhibition story, 20 to 25 feet clear height, divided into 
various galleries; all galleries lighted from above, no outside 
windows in this story. The circulation may be by corridors 
or the galleries may be set side by side and connected 
directly with no corridors. 
An ample entrance vestibule which may be set at an 
intermediate level between outside grade and exhibition 
level: steps up to exhibition level, and stairs to basement 
not for the. public generally; also coat rooms, men’s and 
women’s toilets. This entrance can be at one end or in 
the long side of the building. 

4. Central Hall, floor on same level as vestibule. This hall 
can go up to the general roof level or rise above it and 
show on the exterior as a clerestory. 

The building shall not exceed 200 by 300 feet.
